the addresses of thcso caiulidateB that 
allure in favor of preserving the Terms 
of Uuion intact until such time as Mr. 
Mackenzie has made his proposition 
for a relaxation of that compact. With 
this sentiment wo believe the whole 
country will accord. It will bo neces- 
sary for the friends and supporters of 
the gentleuum nanietl to work hard 
and early and late to socuro their re- 
turn. A battle is never won till it hiis 
b-cnfougut. Tbe question involved is 
out o ' principle-a vital principle before 
which personal prejudices or predilec- 
tions should be allowed to disap- 
pear. 

The True Policy- 

Wlion the late Preinior ftiid tho Attor- 
ney-Geuural stated iu thoir plase in the 
House, on Monday, that the resignation 
of the former was merely an individual 
resignation and did not necessarily in- 
volve the resignation of the whole Minis- 
try, these gentlemen only afforded an- 
other illustration of their ignorance of 
constitutioual government. It appe.irs 
now, however, that tliey have been read- 
ing up and have discovered their error. 
The resignation of tho Premier does ne- 
cessarily involve the ro.signiition of tho 
whole Cabinet, and the work on hand is, 
therefore, not one of reconstruction, bnt 
one of forming a new I*Iiuistry. Under 
all tho circumstances and regai-diog the 
large issues now agitating tlio poimhir 
mind, we cannot help tlnnking that the 
true policy of tbe Governor would bo to 
avail himself of the constitutional oppor- 
tunity thus presented and appeal to llio 
constituent bjdy. Tliit a dissoliiliuii 
■would 1je popidiir tlirougliout tha country 
is ititouether beyond tpicstion. Even 
apart from the great consiitutional issue 
eapeciully demanding it, such a cour.so 
would be desired. When called upon for 
tho tirat tinin to exercise the electoral 
francliiso under a re.si)onsiblo form of ad 
niiniatnition the peopK) iippeur to Iiavo 
but [mrtially realized the rc'S[)uiisil)ilities 
and conse(]iioiRes uttiU'hii'g to the act. 
We live quite c-i-rtuin thai there ba.s been 
created throughout tho country a very 
general feeling of regret that the lirst Par- 
•amuntary term slionld have be«nsolong 
1^ 'four years. It eannot bo successfully 
denied that in several instances members 
have been spesking and voting in direct 
opposition to tho well understood wishes 
of tlieir constituents "d with a perfect 
knowledge of the faet. Such members, 
feoliny; secure in their seats for the full 
ParliaTneutary term, for reasons best 
known to tlieniiolve-i, run coiuitur to the 
wishes of lh(Jso they represent, knowing 
well that their Parliamentary career rau^t 
end with the present Parliament. 
Upon general grounds, therefore, a disso- 
lution would be hailed with satisfaction 
by the country. But we have hinted at 
another and still more cogent reason for 
iippealing to the country. Ti,o Legisla- 
ture is asked to passa Bill to open up and 
c7<aH(/e the Terms of Union. 1^^'' ". 
coulU bo shown beyuud the pn^sibility of 
doubt that the proposed changes could 
bo made witliont iu tho sliglitest degree 
end in.jdrmg ot ler articles in the Treaty 
or weakeidng the power of British Col- 
niubia to insist uijon a fiiithfiil pi'rfiir- 
manco of the Federal ohligatiuns, tliere 
inust still exist the grand principle re(iuir- 
ingthrttthc Peoide, tlio eldef party to tlie 
Tr«atv, slioiilil be consulted as to any al- 
terations, lint we contoml it cannot bo 
shown tliat other articles in tho Treaty 
woul 1 not bo imperiled by British Col- 
tiinhialiorself foolislily throwing it ojien 
ready to the eager hand (>f Cauad-i. ^ Let 
us once pass an Act (jpeuing up tho Trea- 
ty, and ad the provisions and saf<!ginwils 
that can bo nuulo and set up cannot pos- 
sibly save us. A Treaty dillers in this 
respectfroin anything (ilse. History bristles 
witli instances proving tho correcitness (jf 
our contention, and tlie people ought not 
to permit themselves to bo deceived by 
childish attempts being made by tha Gov- 
ernment to throw dust iu their cvcb. Tho 
Tlesolution moved by tho Chief Conimis- 
Bioner.ou >L)aday,waa of this class. TUo 
following, it is believed, has been cooked 
up at the instance of tho Government for 
insertion in tho fatal bill.witha liko pur- 
port and design: 

"Piiovir/EU that tho acceptance of tho 
£50,000 in liou of tho ton years' guaran- 
toe for tho Dry Dock, and tho aocejilanco 
of tiio J^9-i5.01)() due this Province, or any 
portionthoreof.iu lietf of theSpar cent. per 
annum now paid to this Province, ,thall 
not in any way affect tho railway- or other 
clauses of the" Terms of Union, or operato 
in any way as a waver of tho right of this 
Province to the mimediato comhikmico- 
ment of the oonstruotion of tho it iilroad 
on the seaboard of the same, or to i Is 
rights to compensation for the delay that 
has alrcwly taken place in respect thoroof , 
or to the idtimato completion thereof in a 
continuous line througii Ciinftdian terri- 
tory at as early a date as tho hanio can be 
^ftOoorapJished, and if possible within the 
period provided by tho Terms of Union." 
This "saving clause" will in all probabil- 
ity bo brought forward by a supporter of 



with the hope that it will tend to sugar 
over tho pill of death. Admitting, for tko 
sake of argument, tho potency of such 
palliations to avert danger, let us look 
for a moment at tho absurd position in 
which tho tiovernmout will iiud them- 
selves. The money from these sources 
(^25U,000, from the dock guarantee and 
$0-15,000, from capitalization 6i subsidy) 
in not to be touched if tho taking of it is 
in ai y way to afToet other parts of tho 
Treaty of Union. That cannot by any 
possil)ilily bo conclusively atcartaiuod 
till tho Dominion I'urliamout takes the 
matter up, proLiably some timo iu Slay. 
Of tlio seven hundrad thousand dollars 
which it is proposed to spend for the 
works and sor vie js of tho year, no less 
than S-1 10,000 is looked for from this 
source. Under those cirouinstaneos.how ;s 
it pc 8 dbletor Parliamont to vote eupplien, 
considerably ino'ro than ouo-half ol 
which liiiigoi on a contingency which can- 
not be sot at rest for two or throe mouths? 
It sooma extremely probable that the Do- 
minion Parliament, finding tho Treaty all 
ready open, will have Homo counter pro- 
jiosal to make. Iu sober truth, there is too 
much reason for snsiiccting that such is 
tho very object Mr. Mackenzie has iu view 
in maucuiivering for the opening of the 
Treaty. How natural, and in fact, reason- 
able for Uanoda to say: "Well, since Bri- 



open and asked for changes in tho nature 
of better terms, let us sieza upon an 
opportunity so favorable for obtaining a 
relavatioii of tho railway covenant." 
Who that has l>een a close observer of 
events can doubt that such is in reality 
Mr. Mackenzie's policy ? At tho very 
best there would be serious delay, and 
all this time the projected publio works 
of the country woiild bo at a stand. We 
usk how, under these circumstances, it is 
possible for tho Legislature to proceed 
with Estimates framed upon an as- 
sumed revonuo chiefly expected 
from sources involved in such uncertain- 
ty y rto far from heli)ing tho Govern- 
ment outof tho ditlicidty, those saving 
clauses would appear only to render mat- 
ters worse.

Any reoiir-ning or alteration of the 
Terms of Union by the Ooverinnent of 
Canada I shall strenuously resist, unless 
such reopening or alteration shall havo 
been assontoil to by iho people at tho 
polls and by the Local Lsgislature. 

I shall urge upon tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment tlio carrying (mt to completion 
the imjjroveiaents of Victoria Harbor, and 
endeavor to obtain more freiiuont po.stal 
comninnicatiun with Canada; also, with 
domestic and foreign places. 

Althouy;ii I shall over endeavor to ad- 
vance local interests, still I shall always 
bo actuated by a_ sincerejjdesire to ailvanco 
tlio welfare id tho Dominion at large and 
iidd my niito to a^si.^t her to become 
Cireut, Glorious and Good.
